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A Unique Department of the ©.P.R. 
That Administers Vast Under- 
takings 3 
(By C. W. Stokes) 

What is . “Department of Natural 
Resources?” One of the departments 
of the Canadiar Pacific Railway has 
that name, and some people have been 
rather pizzled by it. The C.P.R 
department of natural resources is a 
branch of a railway enterprise that 
is quite uniqué on the American con- 
tinent, or, for the matter of that, in 
the world. Foraed at the beginning 
of 1912, it consolidated the then ex- 
isting land department with other in- 
terests in minerals, timbers, etc., and 
now administeree natural resources of 
these kinds in Western Canada that 
represent a value of over 250 million 
dollars. 

Here are some of the activities of 
the department. It controls the sales 


— | of a'! the agricultural lands which the 


company possecses in Westerh Can: 
ada—about six million acres in all; 
and it sells them on the basis of a 
tweny year system of payment. To 
genuine settlers it makes a loan to 
the value of two thousand dollars for 
permanent farm improvements, and 
advances live stock to the value of $1,- 
000. It inaugurates and still con- 
tinues the now well-known. “ready- 
made farm” scheme, by which are 
made available for those who do not 
care to undertake pioneer w farms 
which have been improved y the 
erection of a hvuse, barn, well and the 
breaking and seeding of a certain 
area, and which are also to be paid 
for in twenty years. j 

Through its agricultural and animal 
industry branch, it extends aid and 
advice to settlers, and encourages the) 
increase in mixed farming. In 1913 it 
distributed nearly 5,000. eattle. and 
nearly 1,000 hogs amongst settlers, 
on easy terms of credit. . It has a 
large demcnstration farm at Strath- 
more, Alberta, which buys cream and 
poultry from farmers and re-sells them 
to the dining car and hotel depart- 
ments of the railroad; it has estab- 
lished in the west twelve mixed: farms 
to serve as strategic centres in the 
campaign .or more mixed farming— 
five in Alberta) fouf in Saskatchewan, 
three in Manitoba. It has _ placed 
farmers with seed grain for sale in 
touch with+puvchasers.. It has run, 
in conjunction wi.h the provincial gov- 
ernments, “Better Farming’ demon- 
stration trains 

Through its Jevelopment branch, it 
puts a roo’ over the newcomer’s head 
and gives him a definite start in his 
farming operations. In 1913 it built 
237 houses, 220. barns, and other 
buildings, drilled 133 wells, strung 274 
miles of fence broke 8,400 acres, 
ploughed or backset 6,000, disced 36,- 
500, harrowed 13,000, seeded 5,800, and 
harvested 2,000—all of which opera- 
tions were spread over an area 700 
miles by 200 miles. .*, ,

creates new towns along its’ System 
at the rate of aboutone a week all the 
year round, Through its industrial

CONCERNING CUTLERY 


Suggestions For Prolonging Its Neat- 
ness and Usefulness 

To remove .oose knife blades im- 
merse ja | hand es in boiling water un- 
Ul heated ‘through and then pull han- 
dle and blude ay art. 

To attach knife handles fill the han 
dies ‘with equal parts of powdered 
resin and silver sand. Heat the end 
of the knife, s it firmly into the 
handle and coo) in water. 

To clean rusty knives use powdered 
bath brick made into a paste with 
paraffin ani apply it with a flannel. 
‘Finish off with dry bath brick and a 
soft rag, which will leave a splendid 
polish, 

When surplus tilver knives are put 
away the blade of each one should be 
rubbed thoroughly and carefully with 
olive oil, Wrap extra knives, each one 
separately, in parer and store them in 
as dry a place as possible. Every three 
months knives not in use should be 
taken out and looked at to see if there 
be any signy % rust. Put fresh oil 
on them before putting them away 
again. Wuen the knives are required 
for use wash the oil off and rub each 
knife with knife polish,

The standards are two in number, 
and consist of the pound weight and 
the yard measure. The standard pound 
is of platinum, which, despite its 
weight, is no larger than a cubic inch, 
and, small as it is, the actual metal 
of which it is composed is worth £40. 
The standard yard is a bar of bronze, 
thirty-eight inches long, on which a 
yard has beén marked off in thirty-six 
divisions of an inch, 

The mos: elaborate care is taken ‘of 
these two important articles. When a 
comparison is being made they are 
handled with tengs. The pound weight 
is weighed in the most delicate of 
chemical balances, and the yard is 
measured with a micrometer, When 
they are done with the pound it is 
wrapped in oa special soft paper and 
laid in a silver-gilt case, which in turn 
is placed in a bionze case, this being 
put in a wooden box, which is then 
screwed down and sealed. The yard 
measure is placed on eight rollers in 
a mahogany case, which is also care- 
fully sealed Both cases are then put 
into a leaden. casket, which is sealed 
by soldering. The packing is not yet 
finished, however, for the lead case is 
then placed in e strong oak box. Whe. 
this is screwed down it is placed in 
the hole in tha wall, which is some- 
thing like a small tomb. The wall is 
then built up by a mason, and the 
standards can cnly be got at by tear- 
ing the wall down again.—Selected.

The Solcmon Islands are in .the 
Pacific Ocean, a little south of the 
equator, and cre mainly inhabited 
by Malays and Papuan negroes.

THE WILD LAND TAX 


Many of our readers have 
made enquiries as to the details 
of this act, which was assented 
to on October 22nd, 1914, and is 
now law. 


The subject of the taxation}, 


of wild lands is one that is cap- 
able of much discussion, There 
is no doubt that the purchase 
of wild lands by speculators has 
enchanced the value of farm 
lands, and it isa question as to 
how checking this speculation 
will effect land prices and pay- 
ments. Under 
wild lands pay as much taxes 
per acre as improved farms. 

It is true that farm improve- 
ments in the vicinity increase 
the of held 
speculative ‘purposes, and _ it 
may be that there is sémething 
in the position that speculators 
should pay something in the 
nature of compensation for the 
increased price. 

However, our present object 
is not to discuss the advisability 
of the act, 
tails of its provisions. 

The tax under this act 
bel per cent of the assessed 
value and is payable to the 
erown and not the 
raunicipality. It does not 
tend to a homestead for which 
a patent has not been issued, 
nor does it extend to lands in 
any city or village. 

The following Jands do 
have to pay this tax: 

(1) All enclosed land which 
has been used for the purpose 
of pasturing horses, cattle or 
sheep, which are the property 
of the owner of the land upon 
which horses or cattle to the 
number of at least one, or

2) Land owned by a bona 
fide farmer who is actually re- 
siding on some portion of same, 
provided that the exemption 
under this clause shall not ex- 
ceed 640 acres in thé aggregate; 
such exemptions, however, may 
cover parcels of land which are 
not contiguous but which are 
situated within a radius of 
nine miles from the home of 
the owner. 

(4) The land of any owner 
where each section or portion 
theveof has had one fourth of 
its erea under cultivation or 


crop during the previous year; 
provided that where the owner 
has several poitions of land 
within a radius of nine miles 
and in the same assessment dis- 
trict the area under cultivation 
or crop may be on any portion, 

Several benefits ave bound to 
acrue from the operation of the 
wild land tax act. It is gener- 
ally expected that absentee 
landlords will make arrange-

THE ESTRAY LAW 


The Alberta  Estray Law 
prescribes that the party who 
takes up an estray animal must 
notify the brand reader near- 
est to his place to come outand 
examine the animal and take a 
copy of the brand, if any, on 
ithe animal, Then an advertise. 
ment must be inserted in the 
|nearest local paper and also in 
the Alberta Gazette, and until 
the law is compiled with the 
| holder of an estray cannot col- 
|lect any for his trouble or fee. 
Prompt action must be taken, 
ithe law being very strict in the 
matter. The brand readers ave 
entitled to a fee gf two dollars 
foreach animal they examing 
and mileage to the amount of 
10¢ per mile for the first 10 
miles. The cost of advertising 
and the reading of the brands 
isa charge against the estray 
animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed. The 
party holding the animal is re- 
spousible for all charges unti} 
it is sold, as provided for in the 
Act, or redeemed by the owner, 
No charges for feed are allowed 
between the 15th day of April 
and the 15th day of November, 
From November 15th to April 
15th a fee of 15c per head per 
day is allowed for horses and 
cattle dating from the day on 
whieh the notice is mailed to 
the owner of the estray animal 
or to the Alberta Gazette, but 
not exceeding the sum of nine 
dolar. South of the 29th town- 
ship only five cents a day is al- 
lowed for feed and the total 
eosb is limited to three dollars,
